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ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 13th September, 1994 

O.N. 118(E).—1. Whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 13-A of the Representation of the People Act, I960 (43 
ot 1950 ), the Election Commission of India, in consultation with the Govern¬ 
ment of Gujarat, had nominated Shri Ashok Narayan, IAS as Chief Electoral 
Olticer for the State of Gujarat with effect from the date he took over charge 
any, until further orders ; 

2 And whereas, Shri Ashok Narayan assumed charge as Chief Electoral 
Officer, Gujarat on 1st February, 1993 (AM) as communicated vide message 
from Gujarat Government No. AIS-3588-56-G, dated 1st February, 1993; 

3. And whereas, over this period or over eighteen months when Shri Ashok 
Naiaynn has been working as Chief Electoral Officer, the Commission has ob¬ 
served that his performance has not been measured upto the requirements of 
the work; 

4. And whereas, the Commission is of the considered opinion that the conti¬ 
nuance of Shri Ashok Narayan as Chief Electoral Officer at a time when a 
General Election is to be held early and in time before the lerm of the present 
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Assembly expires on 15-03-1995 will be detrimental to the holding of smooth 
and orderly elections in Gujarat; 

5. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred on it under Article 324 
of the Consitution, Section 13A of the Representation of the People Act, 1950, 
Sect ion 20 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 and all other powers 
enabling it in this behalf, the Election Commission has directed that Shri 
Ashok Narayan cease to be the Chief Electoral Officer of the State of Gujarat 
with immediate effect.
